New York City yesterday experienced 
the hottest weather In two years 
The thermometer reached 03 degree* 
at noon, driving thousands to the 
beaches, where many spent the night 
under polios guard. Six deaths di¬ 
rectly attributed to the heat. were 
recorded and there were numerous 
prostrations.

In the Province of 
Brltiah Columbia, hereinafter called “the Second Party.’* of the second part: __ 

Whereaa the Second Party haa contracted to take over the bus line of the Corporation 


limit* of the C orpor a tion, and dinin g such times no other p e r eon ahall he granted or have 
any right to carry peewngrra and to ply for hire within the municipal limits of the Corpor¬ 
ation: Provided that nothing herein ahall apply to the caae of a hiring by a p ereon or per- 
eons of a taxi cab or other vehicle for private ueaa, or to the plying for hire off a vehicle la 


Second Party any changes or improvements which they may consider should be made, or 
to place before the Second Party any complaint that may concern any of the operations off 
the Second Party, and the Second Party shall do everything pnetible to conform to the sugges¬ 
tions from the Municipal Council thereon, and either party shall have the right at any time to 
lay any claim before the Public Utilities Board, whose, decision on the matters off any such 
claim shall be final and binding upon all partiea. 

5. That upon the establishment In British Columbia of a Public Utilities Board or Com¬ 
mission or other body having the functions thereof, and until such time the Lieutenant- 
Governor-In-Council, shall have complete and full Jurisdiction upon all matters of rates, 
insurance, service* routes, rules and regulations, 'and where in this agreement the words 
•'Public Utilities Board” are used, the same shall mean any such board or commission, and 
until the establishment of the anv- the Lieu tenant-Oovernor-in-Council 

6 . »The Second Party may also operate wholes- for the transportation of ex pr es s and 
freight during the period of hie franchise herwunder. 

7. The Second Party shall not be obliged to carry In any of hie passenger vehicles any 
packages exceeding the weight of twenty-five (29) pounds for any one passenger, and may 
refuse to allow passengers to bring with them any article that may inconvenience other paa- 

9 T occu^^ce lor accppugodation,of p ass rn g rr a. and gencraUy u»,mak*.ruU» and 
regulations for the conduct and care of passenger*. 

8 . During tb* period of the franchise herein granted the Second Party will carry school 
children within the municipal limits of the Corporation at the same percentage of fare 
aa charged for school children by o*her public am v i ce co rporations within the Provlnae M 
British Columbia. 


Clause 8. What- have you got under the pres en t by-law? Are you satisfied with the 
service and the buses all over the municipality? Our by-law of necessity could only give 
a man a license lor six months, aa the Municipal Act only gives power to grant half- 
yearly licenses The persons at present holding them licenses haee undoubtedly done 
their beet, but with only a six months’ guarantee they could not reasonably be expected 
to make any large capital investments. 

What will happen to the Independent freight carriers? Nothing will happen to them. 
We are not giving an exclusive right to carry freight Any freight or transfer company can 
cany freight anywhere in Saanich after the passing of this by-law. the same as they do

be made to pay at your expense Any freight company can compete with them, they 


rigidly controls—the amomt of bigg age per passenger If this were not so we all know 
what would happen on any transportation system in the world. 


9. At the end of the said period of twe n ty (20) years the Corporation shall have the 

right to take over the whole of the undertaking of the Second Party at the value of the 
asset* thereof to be fixed In default of agree men t by arbitration In manner hereby appointed, 
and If the Corporation shall not desire to take over the same, then the exclusive franchise 
hereby granted unto the Second Party shall continue until such time as the same shall be 
ended as herein provided, but the Corporation ahall at any time thereafter have the right 
to terminate and bring such franchise to an end by the giving of five (9) years* notice, such 
notice to be in writing and to be given In any year, and the franchise to be terminated and 
at an end after the expiration of five yean from the first of January following the giving of 
such notice. \ 

10. That If at any time during the period of franchise hereby granted the Beoond Party 

ahall be unable to continue his operations and shall so sdvlae the Corporation, or If the 
Corporation shall obtain a certificate from the Public Utilities Board tAat in the opinion off 
such board the Second Party is unable to further carry on his operation^ then In any 
such case the Corporation shall have the right to take p ea s e ation of all of the ooacbea. buses, 
vehicles and equlpowmt and such other of the aeeets of the Second Party's undertaking as 
may be necessary and to operate the same without remuneration unto the Second Party for 
the period of six (6) months or such further time as the Public Utilities Board may certify 
to be required to enable the Corporation to establish a Municipal System or to obtain some 
other pereon or corporation to take over transportation within the muulctpal limits of the 
Corporation. Povtded that wlthm the said period of six (•) months or longer time that may 
be granted by the Public Utilities Board the Corporation shall have the right to take over the 
whole of the assets and undertsklng of the Second Party at a valuation to be fixed as herein 
provided. * 

11. If at any time the value of the undertaking and sseete of the Second Party shall 
require to be determined, the same ahall be submitted to the arbitration off three <S) arbi¬ 
trator* In pursuance of the Arbitration Act or other act in force for the time being regarding 
arbitration. Each of the parties hereto shall name sn arbitrator, end the umpire ahall be 
named by the Public Utilities Board and the decision off the majority off such arbitrators 
shall be final and binding upon the parties hereto. 

12. The Second Party shall have the right to Incorporate, promote and organise a com¬ 
pany far the taking over of all off the rights of the Second Party tinder this agreement 
and such romgjany shall in an respects stand In the place of the Second Party. 

13. This agreement shall be binding upon and enure to the benefit of the Corporation 
and its suocemors. snd the Second Party and hie heir*, executors, administrators and assigns, 
and shall be submitted to the elector* within the municipal limits off the -Corporation for 
assent in conformity with the provisions of the Municipal Act. and ahall be validated by 
an act of the Legislators of the P rov i nce of British Columbia to be applied for by the Sec o nd 
Party with the assent off the Corporation. 

-* In witness whereof the Corporation has caused Its corporate seal to be hereunto affixed 


w. mis is obvkMisly a twenty -six -year franchise, and runs Indefinitely, 
unless the Municipality boys bark the franchise at an arbitrary price, and 
takes ever obsolete equipment. 


Legislature, and which fully answers this criticism. This 1»' the additional clause “It la 
a condition of this agreement that the second party shgll maintain in all districts a 
schedule of tripe not leas than la now maintained therein, and that the rate of fares in 
such districts shall not be increased in any wise without the consent of the Municipal 
Council or by order of the Public Utilities Board at a bearing whereof the Corportion is 
represented.” " 

Clause 9. This Is not a twenty-six year*’ franchise. At the end of twenty years the 
council can take over the whole undertaking. We do not buy back the franchise. The 
franchise has come to its ends, and all we t%iy are the asseta at a price (If we cannot agreeV 
to be fixed by arbitration. What could be fairer? - 

Clause 10. This Is meant to deliberately mislead, like moat of the comments, if the 
cosnpauy cannot make a success of the transportation system, we do not have to operate 
It. and we don’t have to buy It back unlees the Council so wishes. There is nothing in the 
by-law which compels the people of Baanich to buy the undertaking. ^We have the option, 
and by the way. this option msy be a very valuable one In the future. The comment In 
Clause 10 Is evidently intended to stir up doubts and fears. It makes a vague comment on 
sinking funds, which to none of our business. If the company does not satisfy the people 
of 8aanlch It will be sunk. 

Why should we ssk Mr a yearly sinking fund ? A company investing $300,000 in equip¬ 
ment. etc. to going to do all In Its power to build up the transportation business and satisfy 
Its patrons. If it does not make a success of it. it to not our loss. We am not out anything. 

Cl sum 11. What to fairer then by arbitration to the man that wants to be fair? 

Clause 12. In the first place we do not know that them to a promoter, but If a 

company to organised, and the question of taking over the assets ever arrives and we cannot 
agree, we proceed to arbitration, as pointed out previously. We do not have to take over 
the assets, and at the end of twenty yearn we have the option ef either giving notice of the 
termination of the franchise or taking over at a valuation to be agreed upon se arbntrated. 

Clause 13- The Council are not trying to enter Into this agre em ent without the 
approval of the ratepayer*, so why this criticism? Also. If you do pass this by-law. giving 
the franchise, you Sr* not bound by the agreement until it has been validated by the 
Legislature, by special legislation. The Municipal Act absolutely safeguards the giving of 

franchises snd special agreements, and the Council am taking the only step which they 

heve power to do. namely, the vote of the people. I believe the Council would have liked 
to have taken the opinion of the people who guaranteed the operation of the Lake Hill 
buses sepertely. but after obtaining the best legal advise possible, wb have taken the course 
which the Municipal Act provide*- etisi to to say. the vote of the entire municipality. 


F«How Ratepayer*:—You hare justs* much i ntellig ence ai we haee. Yon know that a good transportation company 
giving a GOOD SERVICE A LX OVER THE MUNICIPALITY must build np Saaitoh as nothing else can. Yon know 
whatever agreement is drawn np, if an organised attempt is made to knook it, it can be done. I honestly and 
truthfully believe that if this franchise and lake Hill Bns Service had been given to another party, all this, tails of 
monopoly and opposition wonld never have been started; in fact, their effort* would have been spent then in urging 
you to vote for the By-law.. The franchise has not been given to the ones they wanted (because we have a better offer and 
a better company). "This is where the shoe pinches." 


In conclusion, I do not think any person can accuse me ef not doing my beet to look after the interests of Saanich. 
The Council have unanimously endorsed the principles of this By-law and are now submitting it to the electors tor their 
judgment. Whatever their judgment is, I am perfectly satisfied with; and this communication is not an anonymous
